Island of Madeira, arrived here and 
landed five survivors of the British 
bark Veronica, Captain Shaw, from 
Ship Island. Miss., Oct. 6, for .Monte- 
video, who were picked up at sea hy 
the Brunswick before arrlvlM at Fun- 
chal The men reported that The Vero- 
nica was burned at sea Dec 20 The 
police have detained four of them on 
suspicion of having mutined and mur- 
dered Captain Shaw and seven of the 
crew of the Veronica, after which they 
are alleged to have set lire to the ship.

Columbus, Jan. 29.— The eighteenth 
annal convention of tlie AsHociated 
Ohio dallies with between 100 and 150 
delegates closed ita sessions at the 
Hartman hotel after an interesting 
meeting, at which addresses were 
made by representative newspaper 
men.

The Enquirer says, in ita CoviORtM 
news, that tfu officers compoeioK tha 
Federal Ooort for the Eattem Dtotrlet ol 
Kentucky are proud of the report of the 
Attomey-Qeooral of the United Statea 
showing the work done by this ooart 
during the past fipcal year. 

The report shows tbat there were 207 
oonylctione andfonrteeoacqoittals nnder 
the internal revenae laws, three cases 
nolled, eleven convictions, two scquittals 
and four cases nolled under the postal 
laws. On the docket in this district there 
remain Uxttj'km internal levaone caaee, 
foarteen postoffice cases, eight election 
caaee and twenty miscellaneooa oaeea. 

In the Weetern District of Kentoeky 
during the same period seventy-six oasee 
were tried and disposed of, and there re- 
main on the docket sizty-lbnr oaeee. In 
the Southern District of Ohio there were 
sixty cases disposed of and twenty-six 
cases remain to be tried. 

This record shows that the Eastern 
court has not been idle by any means.

Fort Wayne. Ind.. Jan. iO. — Four 
men were killed, one fatally and three 
others seriously Injured, and a half a 
score of others more or less severely 
hurt In an explosion which wrecked 
a large section of the Bckart Packing 
company's plant The dead: John 
Foltt, Fort Wayne; "Red" Matthews, 
Plymouth. Ind.; Henry Piepenbrink, 
Fort Wayne; Conrad Miller. Fort 
Wayne. Seriously injured: John 
Yorit. fatally; William Klnti, John 
Kolbach, Clem Keller. 

The explosion is believed to have 
been due to an aeeiinnilation of nat- 
ural gas in the cellar beneath the sec- 
tion of the factory destroyed. There 
were a score of men at the several 
depattments of that section of the 
plant and s^rarcely one escaped Injury 
of some sort. The force of the explo- 
sion was terrific, completely wrecking 
a section of the buUdlng. BO by 100 
feet and two stories in height. The 
dead and Injured were burled In the 
ruins and the peril of those yet liv- 
ing was Increased by flames follow- 
ing the explosion, and the escape of 
large quantities of ammonia stored In 
the basement. The fire wa.s soon ex 
tingulshed and the work of rescue be- 
gan. Foltz. Matthews. Miller and Pie- 
penbrink were dead when takeja out. 
The property loaa will probably reach 
115.000. 

Unable to Agree. 

Chicago. Jan. 29.— The Indiana coal 
men. against whom indictments were 
voted by the special grand Jury, have 
been unable to agree with State's At- 
torney DIneen as to a statement of 
(acts. The operators will now be asked 
to give bond so that their cases may 
come up for trial by Jury in the usual 
way. It was expected that an agree- 
ment could be arrived at and that the 
personal indictments would be dis- 
missed The st.-ifn It Is =aid. de>!ired 
the indicted coal men to admit viola- 
tion of the Illinois statutes and to re- 
ly for their defense upon the unconsti- 
tutionality of the laws. The oHeratbrs 
declare their transactions came with- 
in the scope of the interstate com- 
merce laws aad not within the Illinois 
statutes. 

Coal Prices to Descend. 
Philadelphia. Jan. 29.— The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal apd Iron 
company's full quota of S2 collieries 
Is being worked The nuti)Ht averages 
from 1,300 to 1.400 tons daily. Gen- 
eral Manager Anderson of the coal 
company is beginning tp take an opti- 
mistic view of the rituation and pre- 
dicts that a break from the present 
high prices asked by the Independent 
opt rator.s is bound to come very soon. 
It Is stated on good authority that the 
railroads are determined to brealc up 
the speculation feature of the anthra- 
cite business or the holding of coal in 
transit by independent shippers, with 
the possible view of keeping up high 
prices. 

Statement From Engineer Davis. 
Plalnfleld, N. J.. Jan. 29.— Chief of 
Police Kieley admits that he has ob- 
tained an Important statement from 
Davis, the engineer, who sustained 
probably fatal Injuries In the wreck at 
Graceland, N. J., and also from Mc- 
Carthy, his fireman. Davis was told 
he could not live, and was advised to 
do all that he could to explain the cir- 
cumstances of the accident and throw 
any light he could upon others con- 
nected with the New Jereey Central 
>road. Chief Kieley says both state- 
ments, which are regularly sworn to, 
will lie nia<r> iiiiblic at the proper 
time by the proper officials. 

Colombians Satisfied. 
Panama. Ja n 29. — No comments on 
the beginning of the canal treaty are 
made by loeal newspapers, bat the 

people here are generally satisfied. 
They are enthusiastic over the pros- 
pect that the canal will finally be built 
by the United States, in which coun- 
try the people have confldenee, with- 
out the Intervention of European pow- 
ers, which are now looked upon with 
disfavor. The treaty la considered 
fair and mutually advantageous, al- 
though some Colombians think the an- 
nual rental might have been put at a 
more equivalent rate.

Washington. Jan. 29. — Mr. Lacy 
(Ta.) offered an amendment to author- 
ize 50 children of natlvi> Pnrto Ricnns 
to be admitted to the Carlisle Indian 
school.

London, Jan 29. — Great Britain. 

Germany and Italy have sent a joint 
reply to Minister Bowen, refusing to 
accept the proposal that all the eoun- 
tries having claims against Venezuela 
should be placed on an equality with 
the three eo-operating powers. 

It Is gathered here frnm the highest 
authority that the publication by the 
London foreign office of the fact that 
Great Britain and not Oermcny 
sought the alliance against Vsneiuela 
was brought about by reports from 
the German foreign office. It Is said 
that Germany had threatened to pub- 
lish the diplomatic exchange be- 
tween the British and German foreign 
offices unless Great Britain Immedi- 
ately should bear the responsibility 
for the alliance. This threat was in- 
duced by the anti-German feeling 
aroused in the United States by 
events In Veiieztidan waters. 

Venezuela's Debt. 

Washington, Jan 29. — Minister Bow- 
en has piven out a statement of 
the diplomatic debt of Venezuela. 
In round numbers this debt amount 
ed on Dec. 31. 1901, to aomething over 
114,000,000, aad eonaiated of claims 
which bad preriously been adjusted 
since that date, owing to the almost 
constant state of revolution which has 
prevailed in Venezuela no payments 
having been made on the debt Mr. 
Bowen's plan prorides that 13 per 
cent of the customs receipts of all the 
Venezuelan ports shall go toward the 
payment of this debt. This arrange- 
ment. It Is stated, will interfere in no 
wise with the plan of Mr. Bowen su)i- 
mltted to the powers for the settle- 
ment of tlie iinadjudicated claims. For 
the payment of the latter 30 per cent 
of the customs duties of the two ports 
of Puerto Cabello and La Guayra have 
been offered In pledge by Mr. Bowen. 
Those port.s were selected because 
they would be the liist to fall Into the 
hands of the rcvolutionl.'^ts.

St. Louis, Jan. 29. — The grounds and 
the buildings of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition will be appropriately 
dedicated on the 19th of April next by 
the president of the rnitoil .^>ate.s. 
and an address will be delivered by 
former President Grover Cleveland. 
The grand marshal of the day will be 
Major General Henry C. Corbin. Unit- 
ed States army The military pJiRcant 
will precede the program of deiliea- 
tion. The eoinmn will tnrlinie all 
branches of tho service. It will be 
composed of two brigades of regular 
troops and several brlnailos of na- 
tional guards It will be the largest 
military (liK|)lay ever made In the Mis- 
sissippi valley In times of peace. The 
dedication exercises will take place In 
Liberal Arts Palace. The fireworks 
display, which will be given In the 
f^vcnlnt; of the day of ch-diciUing thi> 
exposition, will be on a scale never 
before attempted "
